12. -Senator 
Cummins' intends 
forcing

aimed at lobbyists through the upper 
house at the earliest possible eon- 
venienee. despite the fuet that legis­ 
lators are now most deeply interested 
in currency legislation and the tariff. 
The Cummins’ measure provides for 
the punishment of any person who 
impersonates a member or employe 
of congress or an officer of the United 
States. 
Another section of the lull imposes 
imprisonment and tine as penalties 
on any person who repre-eht- that 
he has brought to hear other than 
proper iniiuenee on any member or 
employee of Congress or officer ol 
the Cnited States; imprisonment to 
be for not more tlian three years and 
the tine not more than $5.000. 
A third section makes it a felony, 
punishable for imprisonment for not 
more than ten years and a tine of 
not more than $10.000. for bringing 
to bear improper influence on a mem­ 
ber of Congress. 
The hill, or legislation similar to 
it. is expected to pass.

One objection made to crash suits 
when they appeared in force this sum­ 
mer was that they shrank 
They do 
if you give them a chance, but that is 
about the only objection you can find 
against them. 
They wear well, they 
arc 
sm art looking, they 
keep their 
shape, they are cool and comfortable 
In fact, they are everything that 
a 
summer suit should be. 
But they do 
shrink when they are washed. 
Therefore, don’t wash them. 
That 
is to say, don’t wash them in water. 
Use gasolene. 
Have plenty of 
this 
cleaning fluid. 
It is 30 or 40 cents 
a gallon and a gallon is enough to 
clean a whole suit. 
But don't skimp 
on the gasolene. 
If you are tempted 
to do so. think how much the profes­ 
sional cleaner v»ould charge to clean 
the suit, or else think what a disap­ 
pointment it would have been if you 
had sent the suit to the laundry and it 
had come back to you just about big 
enough to tit the kitten. 
Don’t try to clean with gasolene a 
crash su it that has been once to the 
laundry.

dress, to iron a coat satisfactorily.
